Teeth 


ECOND offenders may be expected when pun- 

ishment for first offenses does not prove ac- 
tually to be punishment. In recent years a great 
many suspensions have been issued which have 
not proved to be suspensions at all. Trainers who 
were presumably undergoing 30 or 60 days of en- 
forced retirement have, in many cases, gone on 
uninterruptedly with their conditioning, behind 
some convenient “front,” with the result that the 
sole actual effect of the suspension was that the 
trainer’s name was not printed on the daily pro- 
gram. 


Official recognition of this fact was taken last 
week by The Jockey Club, which wrote into the 
rules of racing in the Empire State one of the 
suggestions made at the National Association of 
State Racing Commissions in Florida last winter. 
Under this action, persons under suspension may 
be denied the privilege of attending the racing 
during the meeting, or a period not exceeding 10 
days thereafter, by action of the stewards, and 
extension of this suspension may be made by The 
Jockey Club. 


Such action puts teeth in what was previously 
a not very serious punishment in many cases. 
Being a real, rather than a nominal punishment, 
this may prove a deterrent, in at least a few 
cases, and the hardship experienced by actual 
removal from one’s vocation for an extended 
period may convince more sensible trainers that 
the gain from unworthy practices is not worth 
the risk. In the matter of jockeys, the new rule 
also has its values. Many riders under suspension, 
beside attending to their routine duties in the 
mornings, do a brisk touting business through the 
afternoon, and their undisputed contact with the 
intimacies of the Turf gives them an argumenta- 
tive advantage which the average ‘sucker’ can 
hardly resist. Viewed from almost any angle, 
consequently, The Jockey Club is taking a very 
wise step in making it plain to potential mis- 
doers that a suspension will mean complete sev- 
erance from racing during its term. Unless such 
penalty is executed, the issuance of suspensions is 
little more than an empty gesture, and _ illicit 
practice in racing is not to be halted by gestures.

Two to Three 


AST season it was very freely bruited about 

that the juveniles were a very ordinary lot, 
that there was no evidence of a single first class 
horse in the division, that the 2-year-olds were 
beating each other with unpleasant lack of 
method. We believed, and asserted, that this was 
taking a too pessimistic outlook on the situation. 
The 3-year-old situation this spring seems to in- 
dicate a very pleasing prospect. Last season, 
after Omaha won the Derby, there was still some 
doubt as to whether he could handle Firethorn 
in the Preakness. After the Pimlico race there 
was not much doubt at all in races over a mile. 
This year the Derby winner will have some ar- 
guments to settle with Jean Bart and Memory 
Book in the Preakness, assuming that the Derby 
winner is among the Preakness entries. In either 
case, the winner of the Derby and Preakness, 
whether this be one horse or two, will find Red 
Rain waiting in the Belmont Stakes, and it is not 
likely that the 3-year-old championship will be 
settled this side of Saratoga, and perhaps not 
there. 

There are a good many observers who consider 
Brevity a potentially great horse, and there is 
no lack of support for Hollyrood, Grand Slam, 
Ned Reigh, those we have mentioned above, and 
others. Developments in the Wood Memorial and 
the Chesapeake Stakes will undoubtedly cast 
some light on the 3-year-old picture, but what- 
ever their results, it seems safe to predict one 
of the best and most bitterly contested renewals 
of the Derby. We do not mean that the winner 
will necessarily be another Omaha, or a better 
horse than Omaha, but rather that the field as 
a whole will contain more class than any in re- 
cent years. A well known Turf observer recently 
compared the present 3-year-olds to the famous 
crop of 1928, which included Equipoise, Mate, 
Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Spanish Play, Tam- 
bour, Tred Avon, and others. Without going as 
far as that, particularly in the matter of the 
fillies named, it is evident that last year’s ju- 
veniles were a worthy group, and that beating 
each other (see the crop of '28) is as much a 
characteristic of very good horses as of very 
poor ones. 
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A STUD FARM DIARY 
By NOTHING VENTURE 

PRIL 2. The busiest season of our year on 

the farms is now in full swing. Already we 
have bred 26 mares here and have sent several 
away. Yet one more filly arrived, quite unex- 
pectedly this morning. The mare was still at 
the Upper Farm and was scheduled for moving 
down to the Home Farm along with three others 
which were to be moved today. It will not be 
necessary, in her case. The watchman up there 
found her nursing her foal, the foaling having 
been completed without aid or hindrance be- 
tween his hourly trips around the barns. 


APRIL 3. Increasing unrest on the part of an 
old mare who had looked like foaling for some 
days made it plain that her time was close when 
I turned in last night. It was close on midnight 
when the watchman gave the call and I rushed 
out to find the mare just ready to start opera- 
tions. The fore legs, which were then protruding, 
showed that we had an exceptionally large cus- 
tomer to deal with, and so it proved, for the colt 
is the largest, by far, of the year’s crop. The 
mare had a hard time and so did the watchman 
and I. To enable the watchman to pull better 
we tied a shank around each of the fore feet 
and slipped the rope around his back, thus giving 
a better opportunity to use his weight. I was 
busy manipulating the foal close up to the mare 
and lubricating things a little with olive oil. The 
hips gave us the most trouble and when they 
were out stimulants were indicated for the ex- 
hausted mare—-she is one which is always a hard 
case at foaling time—as well as for us. Having 
about one good drink in the whiskey bottle, and 
plenty of strychnine in the medicine chest, it 
seemed wisest that the mare should have a cou- 
ple of grains of the strychnine hypodermically, 
while I had the Scotch orally. Both of us were 
benefited by the treatment. The mare was up 
and cleansed after an hour or so of resting, and 
after the foal nursed I was glad to return to the 
house and bed. 


APRIL 4. One of the fillies up at the Upper 
Farm was noticed to be lame this morning and 
on investigation was found to have run a thick 
splinter of wood into her foot, just inside the wall 
of the hoof. The splinter was drawn out and the 
foot poulticed with flax seed and the filly re- 
ceived a dose of tetanus antitoxin and seems to 
be fairly comfortable now. With over 100 head 
of horses around one gets these little accidents 
quite frequently. 

APRIL 5. As the race track had been unfit yes- 
terday, the 2-year-olds were all breezed up at 
the stable this morning. Sunday gave the stud 
men an opportunity to see their products work- 
ing and they all collected to watch proceedings. 
All of the horses breezed along in nice shape 
and their trainer professed himself well satisfied 
with their progress. In just a few days they will 
leave the farm for the more serious business of 
earning their living in the real strife of the race 
course. Some may some day earn the right to 
return as breeding stock. The yearling filly seems 
to be coming along in fine shape and is hardly 
at all sore. 

APRIL 6. Sunday’s regular foal arrived last 
night at 9:30, another filly to be sure, but a really 
nice one. This was followed by the advent of 
yet one more of the same at 5:30 this morning. 
Today’s filly is a big, straight-legged thing and 
both of the foals are progressing as they should.

It is noticeable that these foals which are com- 
ing along just now are not as a rule as long 
behind time as the earlier arrivals nor is there 
much impaction of the lower bowels on arrival. 
We have had little trouble with this; so far not 
an enema has been found necessary. Took a 
semen sample from the premier stallion this 
morning and tested it for longevity. The semen 
was kept at a regular temperature for five hours 
and at the end was in very lively condition—the 
little chaps were vigourously swimming around. 
A short lived sample is not apt to get many 
mares in foal. 


APRIL 7. Last night’s foal was a colt for a 
change—-Box score: colts 5, fillies 11; 16 down, 
12 to go. There is still a chance for the colts to 
win but the odds seem to be against them. Eight 
of the younger foals had halters put on them 
today and got a brief lesson in handling in the 
stalls. The shank was run through a ring in the 
stail wall and the foals got a good pull at it. All 
had their feet picked up and handled a little. The 
oldest foal had his feet trimmed, the smith using 
a small bladed, sharp knife. The yearling whose 
foot was injured is mending famously. The foot 
is still kept well covered to prevent the intru- 
sion of dirt of any kind. One of the latest mares 
to foal has quite a little discharge, and has ap- 
parently torn herself. We have been irrigating 
her vagina and uterus with a boric acid solution.

Wood Memorial 


HE Wood Memorial, of $10,000 added, on 

April 25, promises a good line on the Ken- 
tucky Derby prospects of Hollyrood, Tintagel, 
Granville, Teufel, and Ned Reigh. If the winner 
is not in that group, then 99 of 100 local ob- 
Servers will be sadly mistaken. Possiby one of 
the quintet is destined to go on to greater fame 
and glory at Churchill Downs and Pimlico, as 
Gallant Fox, Twenty Grand, High Quest, and 
Omaha did in other years. None of these colts 
has been to the post at the writing and they’ve 
worked in the same promising fashion. That 
uncertainty gives the stakes additional value at 
the gate. It will be worth $10,000 to the Metro- 
politan Jockey Club, rain or shine. Bill Martin 
believes the 1935 Futurity winner and juvenile 
champion will lead the Wood field. And so good 
a judge as Hummin’ Bob Smith ventures that 
Tintagel will go as far as horses run. Mebbe so, 
but as Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons says, “We’ll just 
have to wait and see.”

Red Rain 


N the midst of all the Derby talk that is going 

the rounds, Red Rain, Sonny Whitney’s Hope- 
ful winner, has been almost completely ignored. 
But the son of Pennant and Dustemall is right 
here at Belmont Park, where he’s doing splen- 
didly for Tom Healey, just waiting until those 
other colts finish strutting their stuff in the 
Derby and Preakness and move up for the Bel- 
mont Stakes. That 114-mile test will be the first 
big objective of the season for the dark chestnut 
colt. Not since *Johren’s time, in 1918, have the 
Whitney colors been successful in, a Belmont 
renewal. Although he’s by Pennant—a horse 
some folks thought couldn’t get distance run- 
ners until Rolled Stockings and Equipoise came 
along—Red Rain seems a natural router. The 
Belmont offers an opportunity for proving it.

Preakness Prospects 


IMLICO’S stockholders probably are hopeful 
that neither Coldstream nor Brevity wins the 
Kentucky Derby. For both, along with Red Rain, 
are absentees from the Preakness, two weeks 
later. The Preakness, however, promises to 
bring into competition several colts not seen in 
the Derby, among them Jean Bart and Memory 
Book. And Belmont’s management is just as 
hopeful that Grand Slam doesn’t win the Derby 
and Preakness. Also Ned Reigh. Neither is a 
candidate to the Belmont Stakes renewal. His- 
torians tell us that just three colts, Sir Barton, 
Gallant Fox, and Omaha, won all three of the 
stakes comprising America’s Triple Crown—the 
Derby, Preakness, and Belmont. Twenty Grand 
and Zev won the Derby and Belmont, but missed 
out in the Hilltop fixture. If any youngster is 
destined to encompasss the hat trick this spring, 
he likely is among these: Granville, Tintagel, 
Hollyrood and Bien Joli. 
Handicapping 
ACK CAMPBELL is consistent. In the Metro- 
politan, he rated three horses, King Saxon, 
Sation, and Tintagel all right together with two 
pounds under the scale. Same way in the Pau- 
monok, where Red Rain (which he and Judge 
Ryan rated tops of the 1935 juveniles) is asked

to give each a couple of pounds. Discovery, top- 
weight under 136 in the Belmont mile dash, is 
looking and doing mighty well for Bud Stotler 
at Sagamore Farm. It is understood the handi- 
cap champion of 1935 will make his eastern bow 
in this test. At Belmont, Duval Headley is train- 
ing no mean prospect in Whopper, which was in 
front of his field at the end of a mile in the 
Santa Anita. The big horse is in with 120 and 
has gone back to work, breezing a good half the 
other day. 


Class 


UNNY. Folks always see the class of a 

racehorse better when they’re remembering 
him than when he’s still active. For instance: 
When Equipoise was still racing, this department 
habitually referred to him as the greatest all 
’round performer in many years. A lot of people 
thought that very precipitate at the time. But 
the other day, Clem McCarthy wrote that he 
considers Equipoise the most versatile of the 
great horses since Man o’ War’s day. In about 
20 years, he will be fully appreciated, at the 
present rate. But, Clem! Surely you were kidding 
the other day when you wrote comparing Brevity 
to Morvich! Now, if he’s that big a “bust’’, O. R. 
will have to eat a lot of crow. And who likes 
crow? J. E. Widener’s front-running, smooth- 
actioned colt certainly didn’t remind this depart- 
ment any of Morvich when he buckjumped the 
last eighth in :12%5 going nine furlongs in 1:48%, 
or was it 1:48 flat? Nor when he fought off 
Snark like a lion after the latter had him ap- 
parently beaten in the Champagne, with Holly- 
rood and Granville behind them. Oh, well, that 
crow will be good and done by May 2.

Riders 


ILLIE SAUNDERS, who rode Omaha to 

victory in the Kentucky Derby last May, is 
confident that he will chalk up a second straight 
success in the stakes with Hollyrood. No jockey 
has ridden two straight since Winkfield scored 
with Alan-a-Dale and Judge Himes, in 1902 and 
1903. Saunders believes that Hollyrood is a better 
prospect for Derby honors than was Omaha a 
year ago, because of his higher order of early 
speed. Wayne Wright who already this year has 
ridden the winners of the Santa Anita Handicap 
and the Santa Anita and Florida Derbys, has 
never piloted a Kentucky Derby winner. He won — 
a Belmont with Peace Chance and a Futurity 
with Chance Sun. Workman, another who has 
won nearly every other great stakes in America, 
will be striving for his first Kentucky Derby, with 
Bright Plumage or Ned Reigh.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 
MARCH 28, 1936. 


EARLY every time I go to Aintree for a 

Grand National celebration, I think that the 
crowd and enthusiasm are greater than ever be- 
fore. Certainly I am never likely to forget the 
scenes when Major Noel Furlong led in Rey- 
noldstown a winner for the second successive 
year. Since the race was instituted in 1839, five 
horses have scored twice, namely Abd-el-Kader 
(1850-51), The Lamb (1868-71), The Colonel 
(1869-70), and Manifesto (1897-99). Poethlyn 
won a war National at Gatwick in 1918, and the 
Liverpool event the following year. 


Abd-el-Kader and The Colonel, it will be noted, 
won in successive years at Aintree, but in the 
matter of merit as judged by the weights car- 
ried, Reynoldstown is their superior. Only twice 
has Major Furlong’s horse been over the Aintree 
course. He is nine years old, remarkably pre- 
served, and as he can be given only five pounds 
more next year than he carried this week, he 
may make history by winning the Blue Riband 
a third time. 


It was not quite such a family affair as last 
year, when Frank Furlong, son of the owner, 
rode the gelding. F. Walwyn, our most capable 
amateur, was on top on this occasion, and he 
must be given credit for riding a fine race in 
view of the fact that it was the first time he had 
been ‘round the Liverpool steeplechase course. 
My Prince, the sire of Reynoldstown is the sire 
also of those grand fencers Easter Hero and 
Gregalach. 


Having paid tribute to a very gallant winner, 
I must hasten to say that he was also very lucky. 
The Hon. Anthony Mildmay, riding the entire 
horse Davy Jones which his father bought for 
him a couple of months back so that the lad 
could have the fun of riding in the race, was 
most unfortunate not to land a 100 to 1 chance. 
Davy Jones was one of the 147 pound company. 
He is tubed, but is as handsome a ’chaser as you 
will ever see, which is not surprising, seeing that 
he is a son of Pharos. Mr. Mildmay, riding as 
though thoroughly enjoying himself, sent Davy 
Jones along in front from the start, and there 
he would have stayed to the winning post but 
for the singularly bad luck. Two fences from 
home, the reins broke as Davy Jones landed over 
the obstacle, and the young rider was left with 
no control over his mount. He did all he could 
to keep the horse in the course to take the last 
jump, but he could not pervent his running out. 
At the time he was two or three lengths clear of 
Reynoldstown and had never been off the bit. 
It seemed a thousand to one on his winning, for 
he was going infinitely stronger than Mr. Wal- 
wyn’s mount, who had had the steam knocked 
out of him when making a bad mistake at the 
fence after Valentine’s in the second circuit. 


When Davy Jones ran out, Reynoldstown was 
left a long way clear, and although he was a 
tired horse, he went on to win by 12 lengths from 
the plodding Ego, with Bachelor Prince six 
lengths away third. A straggling company com- 
prising Crown Prince, Inversible, Provocative, 
Castle Irwell, Double Crossed, Moorland View, 
and the remounted Comedian were the only 
others to finish in a field of 35. 


The tragedy of the race concerned Mrs. Violet 
Mundy’s grand young ’chaser Avenger, who

ousted Golden Miller from favoritism just before 
the off. Avenger jumped a circuit of the course 
perfectly and was lying second to Davy Jones 
and looking very much like a winner when he 
came down and broke his neck at one of the 
smallest fences on the track. 


We must, I fear, forever discard Golden Miller 
as a Liverpool horse, though maybe we do him 
an injustice in condemning him for this National 
failure. He made a perfect leap at the first fence 
—and landed on the fallen Oeil de Boeuf, Wil- 
liams being sent sprawling. The jockey was 
quickly up, and “the Miller” stood like a per- 
fectly trained hunter while his rider remounted. 
He went on, a furlong behind the field and 
jumped eight or 10 fences. Then he came to an 
obstacle where fallen horses fairly “littered”’ the 
approach, and he refused. Miss Paget decided 
that he should take his chance in the Champion 
‘Chase the following day, but this would have 
been a cruel decision, and it was not carried into 
effect. 


Such were the highlights of the 1936 Grand 
National. A few jottings to complete the 
story :— 

There were no serious casualties among the 
jockeys. T. Holland Martin broke a collar bone 
and G. Owen, Captain Harding, and W. Parvin 
had minor injuries. 

Jack Moloney was unable to ride Delaneige. 
He fractured his shoulder in the Stanley ’Chase 
the previous day. 

The time, 9 minutes 37 seconds, was 16 sec- 
onds slower than last year, and 161% seconds 
worse than Golden Miller’s 1934 record. 

Present intentions are to run Golden Miller for 
the Welsh Grand National at the Cardiff Easter 
meeting. He will then be rested, and his next 
race will be in the Becher ’Chase at the Liver- 
pool November meeting. It will depend upon how 
he fares in this race whether or not he will be 
entered for the 1937 Grand National. 

Next year, the Grand National handicapper will 
have a range of 351 pounds from 175 pounds 
down to 140 pounds, instead of a minimum of 
147 pounds as has been the rule for the past 
few years.

Lincolnshire 


VER COAT, a 5-year-old by the Son-in-Law 

horse, Apron, carried 110 pounds and won 
the Lincolnshire Handicap by a head from an- 
other 5-year-old, Boethius (by Dark Legend) 
with the 4-year-ola Minstral III (by Pharos) a 
length and a half away, third in a field of 34. 
The race was marred by an accident five furlongs 
from home, Tom Bowling falling and bringing 
down Bow and Arrow and Screamer. Tom Bowl- 
ing broke his neck, but the other horses were 
none the worse. Jockey Dines broke three ribs, 
R. A. Jones fractured a collar-bone, Hawcroft 
escaped with a severe shaking. The mishap did 
not affect the result so far as the first two plac- 
ings were concerned. Sea Bequest, interfered 
with by the fallen horses, might have been third 
with a clear run. 

Over Coat was bred in Ireland, where he raced 
with fair success as a 2-year-old. He was bought 
by his present owner, H. L. Selby, a young South 
African sportsman, for about 250 guineas, and 
has proved a rare money-spinner. His trainer, 


Jim Russell, also a South African, fancied the 
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horse for last year’s Lincoln, but he then failed 
to stay the mile, and finished fourth behind 
*Flamenco. His stamina has evidently improved, 
and favored by the firm going, also by the fact 
that he had been trained on the sands at Mable- 
thorpe in Lincolnshire and had not been held up 
by the spells of frost, he won cleverly enough 
this week. Although the official verdict was only 
a head, Weston had a bit in hand on the winner. 
Stable connections had a right good win, and the 
fact that the horse was nominated in so many 
big doubles with the leading National fancied 
was the reason why the odds were so cramped 
at the start of the big Liverpool ’chase. 

Trainer Russell, who mastered the art of con- 
ditioning horses on sand gallops during the time 
he was at the head of his profession at Durban 


in South Africa is turning his knowledge to good 
account in the first big handicap of our flat race 
season, in which fitness is three parts of the bat- 
tle. Allowing that his judgment was a little at 
fault with Over Coat last year, he has won two 
of the last three Lincolnshires, his charge Play 
On, now in the top class in India, winning the 
Carholme prize in 1934. 

The owner of Over Coat wanted to sell his 
horse a month ago, and a bid of 1,500 guineas 
would have secured the S-yeas-old. 

CONGRESSMAN B., which went down in a three- 
horse spill at the Fair Grounds March 22, broke 
a foreleg and was destroyed. Jockey J. Dyer, 
who fell with the favored Solette, suffered a leg 
and shoulder injury.

BOWIE TO HAVRE DE GRACE 

OWIE’S 10-day spring meeting, persistently 

dogged by bad weather, came to a close 
April 11, with the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes 
and the Southern Maryland Handicap as chief 
events. The threat of rain, though it failed to 
materialize, kept the crowd down somewhat, but 
despite conditions, about 15,000 were out. Bet- 
ting at the track was about the same as that of 
1935, which means that though profits will be 
very small, there will be no loss. Had it not been 
for the unfavorable weather, Manager Joseph B. 
Boyle said, the meeting would have been the 
most successful ever staged at Bowie in the 
spring. 

On the following Monday, April 13, Havre de 
Grace’s 14-day meeting got under way. The 
track was slow, but the weather clear, and 
about 12,000 were out for the opening day. Form 
players had a difficult day, as none of the seven 
favorites reached the winner’s circle. The Har- 
ford Handicap, opening stakes, went unexpectedly 
to H. Bruce’s Maryland-bred Jay Jay. Consider- 
able interest centers on the Chesapeake Stakes, 
to be run April 18, for it is in that event that 
Grand Slam, one of the more prominent Derby 
candidates, is expected to make his first 1936 
start. Shandon Farm’s Bright Light, already 
winner of the Rowe Memorial, will probably 
also go in the Chesapeake, and on his showing 
there depends his shipment to Churchill Downs. 
The Chesapeake, worth $10,000 added, is at a 
mile and a sixteenth, and will be the most im- 
portant Derby test thus far in the season. 

Though the New York season opens at Ja- 
maica April 15, the Havre de Grace track ex- 
pects no shortage of horses, as the larger stables, 
now coming into action, offer plenty of horses 
for both sections. Havre de Grace reports almost 
1,000 racers on the grounds. 


KINDERGARTEN STAKES 

First of the closing features at Bowie April 11 
was the Kindergarten Stakes ($1,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, four furlongs), which attracted a field 
of seven starters. The Vanderbilt Stable decided 
not to send out Airflame for the event, and Ir- 
repressible, a home-bred Balko filly, carried the 
Vanderbilt silks. Airflame could have done no 
more, for Irrepressible (114), going to the front 
in the first stride, shook off stern bids by E. K. 
Bryson’s Whiscenda (117), drew out in the 
stretch to win by four lengths. The Vanderbilt 
filly was helped somewhat by fortune. A. Unter- 
myer’s Scintillator (112), a Broadway Jones colt 
which was making his first start, was forced to 
race on the outside all the way, and raced well 
to take second place. T. B. Martin’s Balkanese 
(117), Balko colt, was the favorite, was badly 
messed about in the early racing, and had to be

taken up directly after the start. He swung very 
wide into the stretch, and finished well to take 


third place, a head behind Scintillator, an equal 
distanee in front of the tiring Whiscenda (by 
Whiskalong). Overplay (112), Little Shaver 
(117), and Happy Road (117) were the others. 
Jockey Johnny Bejshak rode the winner. Time, 
72334, :4924, track muddy. Stakes division, 
$1,435, $300, $130, $75. 

Irrepressible has now started six times, won 
two races, finished twice third, and has earned 
$2,285. Iristados won at two, and has also pro- 
duced Mantados, winner at two and three. Iris 
T. also produced the winner Streeter I. Debu- 
tante won, and also produced the winners Doc 
Horn and Dr. Streett. She was half-sister to Pen 
Rose, winner of 26 races including Beldame, 
Ladies’, Gazelle Handicaps, and dam of the win- 
ners Frances J., Pen’s Chic, and War Time. 


ENTRY RUNS ONE-TWO 

Just how much advantage winter-raced horses 
had over those trained in northern sections 
seemed doubtful after the running of the 
Southern Maryland Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Bowie April 11. 
Alfred Vanderbilt, most of whose horses wintered 
near Glyndon, Md., sent out Good Harvest (117) 
and Purple Knight (113) to bear his popular ce- 
rise and white diamonds. Both had opened their 
1936 campaign on April 1 in the Inaugural Hand- 
icap, had finished fourth and fifth respectively. 
Five of the six others which faced them had come 
from winter racing, Chatmoss (11414) being the 
exception. 

Away in the lead went Good Harvest at the 
start, with Purple Knight in second place. After 
a quarter-mile, the *Epinard gelding had opened 
a three-length lead on his stablemate. New Deal 
(118) challenged midway in the race, passed 
Purple Knight, wore himself down trying to get 
to the leader. Into the stretch turned Good Har- 
vest, with Purple Knight again in second place, 
and the Vanderbilt horses had the race between 
them without another challenge. In the final 
strides Purple Knight got his head in front of 
Good Harvest, and T. B. Martin’s Steel Cutter 
(108), coming up from behind, took third place, 
five lengths back of the Vanderbilt entry. R. 
Robertson’s Lynx Eye (116) was fourth, a length 
farther back, and was followed in order by Bright 
Light (3 y-o, 105), New Deal, Chatmoss, and 
Peradventure (108). Time, :2434, :50, 1:1614, 
1:43, 1:5015, track muddy. Stakes division, 
$3,975, $1,000, $500, $250.

Purple Knight did not race at two. At three 
he started under the silks of his breeder, Hobson 
C. McGehee, and won four races before he was 
sold privately to Alfred Vanderbilt. In his first 
out under new colors he won the Paul Revere 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs. His complete record 
is 27 starts, seven wins, six times second, twice 
third. He has earned $13,845. Marsh Violet won. 
Purple Knight is her first foal. Mariolet, her 
second, has started three times this year without 
winning. Wood Violet won 10 races, and also 
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produced the winners Wood Nymph (also pro- 
ducer), Gatewood, Woodcraft, Highwood, and 
Fairlee. She is sister to Woodtrap (26 wins in- 
cluding Kentucky, Falls City Handicaps), War 
Map, and Woodpile (also producer). Woodvine 
won Fashion, Seashore Stakes, and also produced 
the winners Woodsaw (United States Hotel 
Stakes), Woolwich (Expectation Stakes), Wood- 
lane (Greenfield Stakes and dam of the stakes 
winners Harry Kelly and Flower of Love), Wood- 
stone, Wildweed, and Woodwich. She was half- 
sister to Forester (Withers, Belmont Stakes and 
sire), and Woodflower (25 wins and grandam 
of the stakes winner White Frost). 


JAY JAY’S HARFORD HANDICAP 


Three favorites, including one odds-on choice, 
had met defeat at Havre de Grace April 13 when 
the Harford Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs) went to post, so that Mary- 
land racegoers may have been prepared for the 
failures of the odds-on Singing Wood (124) and 
the second-choice Vanderbilt entry of Dreel (110) 
and Bachelor Dinner (105). If they were not, 
they got further training in the remaining three 
races, when three favorites, including an odds- 
on choice, were well beaten, giving the track 
something of a record in the failure of all seven 
favorites, including three odds-on choices. 

The slow track caused the scratching of 10 
horses, including Sation (130) and Good Gamble 
(115), left a field of nine for the Harford. At 
the start Sage Stable’s Bright Haven (115) 
dashed into the lead, with H. Bruce’s Jay Jay 
(3-y-o, 103) in second place. The Wise Coun- 
sellor gelding apparently liked the soft footing, 
held easily to the rather swift early pace, then 
had little difficulty in taking command when Ira 
Hanford asked him for his best. Opening up a 
winning lead at the eighth-pole, Jay Jay finished 
under mild pressure to win from Bright Haven 
by four lengths. Howe Stable’s Nautch (110), 
which had clung gamely to the leaders through- 
out, was third, a length behind the *Bright 
Knight horse, and Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s Brown 
Twig (105) was fourth, a head farther back. 
The others were Silent Shot (105), Dreel, Sing- 
ing Wood, Bachelor Dinner, and Sablin (111). 
Singing Wood raced on the outside from the 
start, made a bid which brought him to fourth 
place nearing the stretch, then went very wide 
through the final quarter. The winner, coupled 
in the betting with Silent Shot, paid $29,70 for 
a $2 straight ticket. Time, :23%5, :4745, 1:14%, 
track slow. Stakes division, $5,150, $1,000, $500, 
$250.

Chief absentees among the bet- 
ter 3-year-olds are Brevity, Coldstream, and The 
Fighter. Walter M. Jeffords’ Jean Bart, not a 
Kentucky Derby eligible, is among the Preakness 
nominations. Red Rain, not in the Derby, is not 


entered in the Preakness.

DATES STAND 


HEN the Illinois State Racing Commission 

announced dates for race tracks in that 
state Sportsman’s Park was allotted 19 days 
starting May 1. Officials of Sportsman’s Park 
March 26 filed a petition asking for 27 days in- 
stead of 19. The track also asked 23 days instead 
of 18 in October. On April 9 the commission 
overruled the request in a two-page decision, and 
said the original assignment of dates would 
stand.

TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS 


OOD weather continued to feature the 27-day 

meeting at Arlington Downs, now in its last 
10 days. A large crowd was out to see good 
racing on April 11, and unless the weather 
changes for the worse the Texas Jockey Club 
seems assured of a profitable session. 

With the exception of the stakes feature, the 
day’s racing was dominated by horses from the 
Milky Way Farms Stable of Mrs. Ethel V. Mars. 
Three other non-claiming events were on the 
card, and the Milky Way horses took all of these. 
The opening event, for 2-year-olds, under allow- 
ance conditions, went easily to the 1-to-5 choice, 
Dogaway, a son of *Bull Dog which has now 
won three of his four starts. Another son of 
*Bull Dog won the $1,000 allowance purse for 
3-year-olds, this being the Texas and Kentucky 
Derby nominee, The Fighter, which set at rest 
some doubt concerning his staying powers by 
whipping a good field, including Ttennob, He Did, 
and Doran, over the mile and 70 yard route. A 
handicap for 3-year-olds and up found Milky 
Way Farms’ Sangreal, *Sir Gallahad III colt, an 
easy winner, giving the Mars horses their third 
victory. Sangreal, also a nominee for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, defeated a field composed chiefly 
of older horses, over the six-furlong distance. 

Saturday, April 18, brings the climax of the 
Arlington Downs meeting, with the $15,000 added 
Texas Derby up for decision. The Fighter, by 
virtue of four consecutive victories, will probably 
be favored. He Did and Rushaway are expected 
to furnish the strongest opposition. 


RULINGS 


On April 4 at Fort Worth the Texas State Rac- 
ing Commission voted to lift the suspension on 
Jockey F. A. Smith at the end of the Arlington 
Downs meeting April 25. Smith was suspended 
March 5 during the Epsom Downs meeting for 
a listless ride. On March 17 Epsom Downs stew- 
ards recommended the suspension be continued 
six months. Jockey Smith appeared before the 
commission March 19 with the request that his 
suspension not be continued six months. 


MARYNELL SURPRISES 


Racing had been very formful at Arlington 
Downs April 11, until the running of the Frontier 
Exposition Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles), three favorites, including 
two odds-on choices, having succeeded in four 
events. In the feature, however, outsiders took 
two of the three placed positions, victory going 
to Long Run Stable’s Marynell (100), a 5-year- 
old Billy Brush mare which was winning her 
first stakes. 

Marynell stumbled at the start, recovered 
quickly, and dashed into the lead. H. C. Hatch’s 
favored Ariel Cross (116) was on her heels, but 
was displaced, after a half-mile, by the 40-to-1 
choice Sarada (108), owned by F. A. Griffith. 
This order was maintained to the finish, with 
Marynell drawing out to a length and a half 
lead under light urging from Jockey J. Nolan. 
Sarada had a nose margin over Ariel Cross, with 
Corsicana Stable’s Wacoche (101) taking fourth 
place, three lengths farther back. The others 
were Our Count (112), Martin Barton (106), 
Whiskolo (115), and Jay Vee (99). The winner 
paid $26.10 for a $2 straight ticket. Time, :23%5, 


147%, 1:3636, 1:43%4, track fast. Stakes

CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN CLOSES 

N April 11, after a one-day intermission for 

Good Friday, Tanforan came to the end of 
what must have been a very profitable meeting, 
the 25 days of racing at the San Bruno track 
having been well supported. Betting ran some- 
thing over $200,000 on April 4, and with a crowd 
estimated at 20,000 out on closing day it seemed 
possible that betting records at the track would 
be broken. A graded handicap, won by J. K. 
Housells’ Happy Bolivar, and a handicap for 3- 
year-olds, won by A. A. Baroni’s Malmaison, were 
added attractions of closing day. Chief interest, 
of course, was focused on the Marchbank Han- 
dicap, in which two winners of the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap bowed to a 3-year-old from the 
stable of Major Austin C. Taylor. A story of 
this race appears below. 

Racing in California now moves to Bay 
Meadows, where a 25-day meeting closes the 
spring season in the state. A $2,000 added Open- 
ing Handicap featured the opening day, April 14, 
but results were not known as THE BLOOD-HORSE 
went to press. Campillo, Open Range, Dark 
Winter, and Fort Springs, the latter also owned 
by Major Austin C. Taylor, seemed the class 
of the field. The first Saturday, April 18, will see 
the running of the $5,000 added Fashion Stakes. 
The Bay Meadows plant has been redecorated 
and improved, and a successful meeting is ex- 
pected there. The class of horses will not be 
particularly high, as still more eastern stables 
ship away, but the operators assert that Top 
Row and *Azucar, and possibly their recent con- 
queror, will meet in the $10,000 added Bay 
Meadows Handicap on May 9. 


MARCHBANK HANDICAP 

Tanforan’s timer, looking at his watch after the 
Marchbank Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 14% miles) on April 11, must have 
wondered if it needed cleaning. Or possibly he 
did not wonder, and the watch did need cleaning. 
At all events, the official time showed that A. C. 
T. Stock Farm Stable’s 3-year-old Indian Broom 
(94) had cut three-fifths of a second from the 
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world record for 14% miles, covering the distance 
in 1:47%4, and eclipsing the previous record held 
jointly by Discovery and Brevity. 

A. A. Baroni’s Top Row (124) was made an 
odds-on favorite for the race, with Indian Broom 
as second choice, the Brooms colt having gained 
support by victory in two previous stakes at 
Tanforan. Fred M. Alger’s *Azucar (118) was 
third choice, with R. A. Moore’s Thursday (109) 
and L. T. Whitehill’s Jovius (106) very lightly 
considered. Jockey B. James made perfect dis- 
position of the speed of Indian Broom. He took 
his mount to the front at once, opened up a good 
lead under slight restraint, and kept enough in 
his mount that Indian Broom could widen his 
margin steadily through the stretch. He won off 
by himself, seven lengths in front of Top Row. 
*Azucar, after beginning sluggishly, came very 
fast in the closing furlongs, and lacked only a 
head of catching Top Row. Four lengths behind 
him Thursday took fourth place, with the out- 
classed Jovius last. Time, :24%5, :48, 1:11%, 
1:3534, 1:4736 (new world’s record), track fast. 
Stakes division, $8,150, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

Indian Broom, now a winner of four successive 
races, including three stakes, has started 24 
times, won eight races, finished four times second, 
three times third, and has earned $18,930. He 
was purchased last winter from .Brookmeade 
Stable, for a reported price of $4,000. Details 
of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
March 28, page 443. After the race it was 
announced that he would be shipped April 20 to 
Churchill Downs, with the Kentucky Derby as his 
objective. Frank J. Cosgrove announced that 
Indian Broom’s odds had been cut from 50 to 1 
to 20 to 1. A week earlier he had been quoted 
at 100 to 1. 


NEW YORK 


PARI-MUTUEL BILL 

EARLY efforts are made in the New York 

Legislature to legalize pari-mutuel betting 
in that state. In 1934 a constitutional amendment 
to that effect was passed. Under state law, the 
amendment had also to pass the 1935 Legisla- 
ture, be submitted to referendum. Rumors of a 
powerful lobby financed by bookmakers were cir- 
culated, denied. Tammany turned against the 
amendment in 1935 and it met crushing defeat, 
with its author, Senator Jeremiah F. Twomey 
among those who voted against it. 

This year Senator John J. Dunnigan, Demo- 
cratic Senate leader, has reintroduced the pari- 
mutuel problem, as has Assemblyman Harold 
Herman, who has announced willingness to with- 
draw his own measure in favor of that of Sena- 
tor Dunnigan. Features of the legislation now 
under consideration provide legalization both of 
pari-mutuel betting and bookmaking. A present 
deadlock with Republican forces over the state 
budget has displaced all other legislation, but 
Senator Dunnigan expects to be in a position 


soon to decide whether his measure can success- 
fully be pushed, or must be abandoned for an- 
other year. 

At a meeting of British bookmakers recently, 
the speaker said that experience on English 
tracks indicated that when bookmakers and pari- 
mutuels operated at the same track, the book- 
makers drew the majority of the patronage. 


BULL HEADS N. S. H. A 


Henry W. Bull was named president of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunts Association 
at the recent election in Aiken, S. C. Other of- 
ficers named were F. S. Von Stade, vice presi- 
dent; F. S. Von Stade, honorary secretary and 
treasurer; and Frank J. Bryan, secretary. Mr. 
Bryan also was named handicapper, and the fol- 
lowing committees were appointed: executive, H. 
W. Maxwell, H. W. Sage, Richard Whitney, 
Henry W. Bull and F. S. Von Stade; license, A. 
C. Bostwick, John Strawbridge, and F. S. Von 
Stade; rules, A. C. Bostwick, John Strawbridge, 
and Richard Whitney; course, A. C. Bostwick, J. 
Strawbridge, F. S. Von Stade, and J. E. Widener. 
A. C. Bostwick, H. W. Bull and E. S. Potter were 
appointed representatives of the Hunts commit- 
tee. Stewards to represent the association at Bel- 
mont Park are A. C. Bostwick in the spring and 
H. W. Bull in the fall; H. W. Maxwell will serve 
at Aqueduct and H. W. Sage or F. S. Von Stade 
at Saratoga. Permission was granted Aqueduct 
to hold steeplechase races on the summer and fall 
programs. Trainers’ and jockeys’ applications 
were received and approved. Three applications, 
however, were tabled. They were those of Henry 
H. J. Thomas, for an amateur certificate; W. Lee 
McAviney for a trainer’s license, and N. E. 
Brown for a jockey’s license. 


JAMAICA OPENS 

A number of improvements in the plant of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club were rushed to com- 
pletion in time for the opening of the New York 
season on April 15, when a 22-day meeting was 
to begin at that track. The betting shed, long 
a target of criticism, was enlarged to permit 98 
platforms, which can be moved out toward the 
lawn in good weather, affording still more room. 
The opening day’s feature, the Paumonok Handi- 
cap, was expected to attract a good field, with 
King Saxon and Tintagel among the eligibles. 


LICENSES REFUSED 

Regular meeting of The Jockey Club was held 
April 9. Principal developments were: refusal 
of licenses to Trainers Thomas Quinlan and L. 
T. Ruff, pending further information; refusal 
of trainer’s license to Ernest Sietas; refusal of 
jockey licenses to George Seabo and James 
Giordano; adoption of a rule prohibiting persons 
under suspension from attending the races during 
the period of their suspension. The new ruling 
reads: 

The stewards have power to punish at their discretion 
any person subject to their control either by suspension 
of the privilege of attending the races during the meet- 
ing or for a period not exceeding ten days after the 
meeting, or by a fine not exceeding $200, or by both, 
and if they consider necessary any further punishment 
or additional fine, they shall so report to the stewards 
of The Jockey Club. 

BON CENTIME, which finished first in the sixth 
race at the Fair Ground March 26 was disquali- 
fied for coming over in the stretch, and first 
money given to Speed Limit, which finished sec- 
ond.

BREVITY FIRST, THE REST NOWHERE 


The finish of the Florida Derby, which made J. E. Widener’s Brevity a short-priced favorite for 
the Kentucky Derby. Brevity reached Louisville last week for his final Pee for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, to be run at Churchill Downs May 2. 


DERBY HORSES 


EW developments in the 3-year-old situation 

came during the past week. Chief of these 
was perhaps the performance of the three Milky 
Way Farms candidates. The Fighter had won two 
stakes at sprint distances at Arlington Downs 
from older horses, but was regarded chiefly as a 
sprinter. On April 11 he defeated He Did, 
Ttennob, and others, in a one mile and 70 yard 
allowance race, set a new track record of 1:42. 
He Did, with 122 pounds, was giving 13 pounds 
to the *Bull Dog colt, ran a good race. Doran 
ran a good race to finish fourth. Sangreal, which 
with The Fighter and Doran, make up the Milky 
Way group, beat older horses, including the slow- 
starting West Main, in a six-furlong sprint on 
the same day. On April 13 he won a mile and 
70 yard allowance race from a fair field, equaled 
The Fighter’s track record. 

Another Derby horse under silks last week was 
Bright Light, Shandon Farm entry, which after 
winning the Rowe Memorial attempted to go 
against older horses in the Southern Maryland 
Handicap, was beaten back to fifth place. The 
3-year-old, however, was giving weight by scale 
to everything in the race. Major A. C. Taylor’s 
Indian Broom upset expectation by beating Top 
Row in the Marchbank Handicap at Tanforan, 
setting a worid record of 1:47%5 for 14% miles, 
and is to be shipped to Kentucky on April 20. 

Brevity reached Louisville April 8, galloped a 
mile in mud on April 10. On the next day, also 
in mud, he went a mile in 1:48%5, galloped two 
slow and muddy miles next day. He worked 
three-quarters in 1:2015 on April 13, over a good 
track. On the day of Brevity’s arrival Charles 
R. Thompson’s Boston Pal turned in the best 
work at Louisville, by going a mile in 1:41% 
over a fast track. He equalled Brevity’s time in 
mud on April 11. He pulled up lame after Train- 
er A. L. Darnaby had sent him three-quarters in 
1:14%5 at Louisville April 14. The Bostonian colt 
was clocked in :2335, :4814, and 1:1425. Trainer 
Darnaby said the lameness probably was a “blind 
splint” and that Boston Pal would recover within 
a few days. Sherril Ward, handling H. H. 


Hector’s Wise Duke, has announced that he will 
not work the colt beyond a mile, will not send 
him postward in the Derby unless he improves. 
A mile in 1:47%5, though mud, on April 10, was 
Wise Duke’s best performance last week. The 
Bradley horses, Bien Joli and Banister, now at 


their owner’s Lexington Farm, are expected at 
Louisville next week. Coldstream was scheduled 
to ship April 15. On the same day Clyde Van 
Dusen moved the Dixiana horses, including 
the Derby eligible Erin Torch, to the Churchill 
Downs track. He Did, The Fighter, and others, 
will move to Louisville after the Texas Derby on 
April 18. 

At Belmont Park Hollyrood is reported as 
working creditably. On April 10 he breezed 
three-quarters in 1:1535. On April 13 he went 
1% miles in 1:58 in slop. Trainer Duval Headley 
says his charge has gained weight since leaving 
Kentucky, that he is a better than average mud- 
der, that he will go any distance. He may be 
under silks in the Wood Memorial at Jamaica 
April 25. White Cockade, which had attracted 
some attention by spring workouts, did not cool 
out well from a trial last week, but is not yet 
to be counted out. Teufel, working a mile in 
1:44, a mile and a furlong in 2:02, on April 7, 
also is considered well along. Memory Book 
worked a mile through slop at Belmont Park in 
1:47, and Trainer Brennan said that he is not 
yet to be declared out of the Derby. If the *St. 
Germans colt continues to improve in the next 
two weeks he may be shipped to Louisville for 
the Derby. 

Grand Slam was transferred from the Mary- 
land farm where he has been training to Havre 
de Grace, where he may start in the Chesapeake 
Stakes on April 18. Reports from his connections 
indicate that he is training in very satisfactory 
fashion. Tintagel, regarded as a certain starter 
in the Paumonok Handicap at Jamaica, worked 
six furlongs in 1:15 at Belmont on April 13. 

Out of the Derby last week went Mansco and 
Ned Row, which T. C. Worden said would not be 
prepared for the race. 

Only actual certainty of the week was an- 
nouncement that the race would be broadcast 
over the Columbia network, by Bryan Field.

OFFER DECLINED 


FFORTS of a group headed by Strouther B. 

Jackson, Dayton, O., attorney, to lease the 
Miami county fair grounds for a 19-day race 
meeting failed. The fair board on April 11, voted 
14 to 6 against the offer after protests from Troy 
and Piqua groups had been received.

COLDSTREAM MOVES 


HE 13th day of the month holds no fears for 

Trainer Alex B. Gordon. As a matter of fact 
he prefers to ship on that date, something he has 
done for several years. He planned to move from 
Coldstream Stud to Churchill Downs on April 
13 this year, and reluctantly changed his plans 
in order to work his horses at least once over 
the private track at the Charles B. Shaffer farm. 
To do that he rearranged his schedule to move 
15 Thoroughbreds to Louisville April 15. 

The workout over the farm track exceeded 
Trainer Gordon’s fondest hopes. Every horse in 
the barn performed in fine fashion, but it was 
Coldstream’s three-quarters in 1:13 that climaxed 
the morning. St. Bernard, 4-year-old, was ex- 
tended to keep astride the Derby candidate. The 
latter went smoothly all the way and apparently 
without effort. It was the fastest move by any 
Derby horse in Kentucky to that date. Noble 
Star, Derby nomination of Elmer D. Shaffer, 
worked the same distance in 1:15 along with 
Finance. Coldstream’s fractions were :23, :47, 
and 1:13, and he galloped the mile out in 1:42%. 

In the Coldstream stable also are Bulwark, 
another Derby candidate, Floradora, Albania, 
and Masterpiece, other 3-year-olds; St. Bernard 
and Finance, 4-year-olds, and the following seven 
2-year-olds: Prairie Dog, Kenyon C., Evening 
Tide, Fairy Hall, Phlox, Adept, and Legsure. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE of March 7 contained the 
breeding of the Coldstream Stud juveniles. 


DERBY FESTIVAL 


The Thoroughbred Club of American on April 
11 attracted the largest attendance of several 
months to its regular bi-weekly lunclHeon meet- 
ing at the Phoenix Hotel. A. W. Shutts, program 
chairman for April, had announced James Hen- 
nings, of Louisville, would speak. Introduced by 
Samuel L. Look, Mr. Hennings, representative of 
the Kentucky Derby Festival Association, out- 
lined his organization’s plans for the Derby week 
carnival. Said the speaker, ‘‘Thousands of vis- 
itors are brought into Kentucky during that week 
and Kentucky should grasp the opportunity to 
advertise itself.” The state’s major industries, 
breeding of horses, coal mining, tobacco and coal, 
will be emphasized in floats in the carnival 
parade on April 29. Lexington’s float will be a 
replica of Keeneland race track. Members voted 
to support the festival program by advertising 
in news organs. Next meeting of the club will 
be on April 24. 


STATE RACING COMMISSION 


Kentucky’s State Racing Commission is to be 
named soon. While stopping at French Lick 
Springs, Ind., April 12 en route to Missouri, Gov. 
A. B. Chandler told friends he would name the 
commissioners within “a few days.’’ Governor 
Chandler also informed his friends that former 
United States Senator Johnson N. Camden would 
be named chairman. Mr. Camden, a member of 
an earlier commission, formerly operated the 
Hartland Stud in Woodford county and was one 
of the country’s most extensive breeders. He also 
raced a large stable of Thoroughbreds. He is a 
member of The Jockey Club and a director of 
Keeneland Association. Polk Laffoon, Covington, 
is present chairman of the commission. 


DIXIANA AT LOUISVILLE 

With the exception of the Idle Hour Stock 
Farm, Calumet Farm, and Le Mar Stock Farm 
groups, practically all major racing stables that 
wintered in Lexington have shipped to Churchill 
Downs or other tracks. The most recent moves 
were by Coldstream Stud and Dixiana Farm, 
both vanning to Churchill Downs April 15. 
Trainer Clyde Van Dusen took 15 horses, includ- 
ing the Kentucky Derby eligible Erin Torch, to 
Barn 8 at the Louisville track. Eighteen others 
remained at the farm, but will go along when 
the Dixiana trainer leaves Churchill Downs for 
Chicago. 

Erin Torch’s starting in the Derby depends 
almost as much on the condition of the outstand- 
ing candidates as on his own condition. Trainer 
Van Dusen rates the colt as having only an 
outside chance, but will have Erin Torch ready 
in the event any misfortune overtakes the 
favorites and thus gives eligibles of Erin Torch’s 
caliber a better chance. Six other 3-year-olds 
went to Louisville. They were Thatagal and 
Brendard, both eligible for the Kentucky Oaks 
(the only Downs feature Van Dusen has not 
won), Rollin Home, Envy, Leading Article and 
Miss Prudence. Eight 2-year-olds were taken to 
Louisville. They were Foolish Moment, Shootin 
High, Woof, Regality, Sweepalot, Offender, Tar- 
tarus, and Crow’s Flight. Fourteen juveniles and 
four older horses remained at the farm. The 
older horses are First Class, Icy Wind, Debs De- 
light, and Highland Lane. Names and breeding 
of the Dixiana juveniles are as follows:

SALT 

HYSIOLOGIST Gregory Pincus, of Harvard 

University, recently attracted national at- 
tention by soaking rabbit ova in brine, producing 
fertilization without a male parent. No less sur- 
prised last week was Karl H. Hanisch, of Clay- 
ton, Mo., when the *Sun Briar mare, Sun Hussy, 
dropped a filly. Sun Hussy, purchased last fall 
at the Lexington Sales, was not bred, according 
to Willis Sharpe Kilmer, who consigned her to 
the sale. Notified of the filly’s arrival, Kilmer 
offices said: 

Some time ago the mare was leased to a Virginia 
military academy for a while. The academy has no 
Thoroughbred stallions, as far as we know, and we 
made no provision for breeding the mare. We did not 
breed the mare. 

Giving up hope for registering the filly, Owner 
Hanisch shipped Sun Hussy to E. K. Thomas’ 
farm, near Paris, Ky., where she will be bred to 
Hi-Jack. 

MATE’S BOOK FULL 

The book of A. C. Bostwick’s Mate has been 
filled for several weeks, according to John W. 
Marr, at whose Clarkland Farm, near Lexington, 
the son of Prince Pal is standing. Mate, making 
his first stud season, has been limited to 20 
mares, and included among his mates are a very 
representative group of mares, assuring him of 
an excellent chance in the stud. Mate, which was 
a winner of over $300,000 in America and 
England, enjoyed his best season at two, when 
he won $214,775, including Arlington Classic, 
Preakness, American Derby, and other races. He 
won the Challenge Stakes in England. 

Among his mares are Mayanel, dam of Chase 
Me, which was unbeaten when he fell and was 
destroyed in the 1934 Metropolitan; Keep On, a 
half-sister to Osculator; Faithful Friend, half- 
sister to Wise Counsellor; Snooze, dam of Pom- 
pey’s Pillar; Bell Bird, out of a half-sister 
to Myrtlewood and Pairbypair; Anna Horton, 
dam of Spanish Play, Parley, dam of the stakes 
winner Mild, etc., and Cousin Jo, winner of al- 
most $40,000.

INBREEDING 

Robert J. Kleberg, of Kingsville, Texas, visited 
Lexington last week, purchased the 4-year-old 
Last Boat from Samuel D. Riddle. Mr. Kleberg 
announced that the filly, a daughter of *Sir Gal- 
lahad III—Taps, by Man o’ War, would be sent 
to the court of Man o’ War this spring. The 
experiment will be watched with interest, as 
there has been little doubling of Fair Play blood, 
because of the general belief that this intensifies 
the proverbial bad temper of the strain. Most 
successful example was Mata Hari, inbred to 
Hastings, grandsire of Man o’ War. Dunlin Lady, 
2-year-old stakes winner in 1935, was inbred to 
Fair Play, being by Dunlin (by Fair Play), out 
of a mare whose dam was by Fair Play. Mr. Kle- 
berg’s mating of Last Boat to her maternal 
grandsire will be the closest inbreeding to Man 0’ 
War ever made. 


TWIN COLT DIES 

On April 5 Mata Hari foaled twin colts, by 
*Sickle, at Charles T. Fisher’s Dixiana Farm, 
near Lexington. Two days later the smaller one 
developed colic and died. It had been placed with 
a foster mother. The larger twin apparently is 
thriving. 


FOREIGN 


SARDINES 

T a luncheon held at Islington, England, in 

connection with a Thoroughbred and hunter 
show, it was announced that the British War 
Office had renewed its grant of £4,500 (about 
$22,500) for light horse breeding. Lord Middle- 
ton, who presided, said that though mechaniza- 
tion of artillery and cavalry went on apace, it 
would be long before horses were unnecessary. 
Said Lord Middleton: 

There are those who deplore the slowness of the 
change over. They would abolish all horses at once, 
and put most of the army in sardine tins. 

It seems unlikely that that protection afforded by the 
sardine tin will prove a lasting security against the 
power of gun and rifle fire. I believe that the grant 
by the Government for horse breeding is still justified, 
and will be until many problems have been solved. 


BROCKLESBY STAKES 

The first flat racing event of consequence in 
England this year was the Brocklesby, run at 
Lincoln on March 24. It resulted in a dead heat 
between Arabian Myth, a Flying Phoenix colt, 
and Tap Dancer, son of Royal Dancer. The race, 
at five furlongs, is for 2-year-olds, paid each of 
the winners about $1,435.

Bulger, 13-year-old son of Bridge of Earn—

Stud, County Limerick, Ireland, recently.

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BOSTONIAN, SIRE OF STAYERS 


Bostonian, 12-year-old son of Broomstick—Yankee Maid, by Peter Pan, had the largest distance 
ratio in 1935 of any sire represented in America by more than one racer. Bostonian’s get, winning 
64 races exclusive of 2-year-old events, won at distances averaging 9.14 furlongs. Bostonian, owned 
by Alex B. Gordon, stands at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. 


SIRES GRADED ACCORDING TO DISTANCE RATIO 


OMPILATION of statistics showing the aver- 

age distance of races won by the get of 
different sires was begun by THE BLOOD-HORSE in 
1931. At the end of each year thereafter, that 
year’s figures were added to those previously 
compiled, making the figures cumulative, show- 
ing at the same time the tremendous diminution 
of distance events in America, the corresponding 
emphasis on sprint events. When these statistics 
were begun, slightly more than 20 per cent of 
the sires represented had averages ranging above 
eight furlongs; 32 per cent of the sires had 
averages below seven furlongs. With the passage 
of each successive year, the former group has 
grown smaller, the latter group more numerous. 
This year’s figures, which include racing of 1931- 
1935 inclusive, show that only 11.5 per cent of 
the sires which had winners in 1935 have an 
average distance ratio of a mile or better, and 
that 43.8 per cent have an average below seven 
furlongs. The following tabulation shows the 
general drift of American racing, so far as the 
relation between distance and sprint events is 
concerned:

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THE 1934 “FOAL BOOK” 


CCORDING to advices from The Jockey Club, 

Volume XVI of the American Stud Book 
may be expected any day now. Presumably fol- 
lowing the inadequate form of its predecessors, 
it will be out of date before it is published. The 
latest foals for which it will account will be those 
of 1933, now 3-year-olds, although reports of the 
foals of 1934 and 1935 have been in the offices 
of The Jockey Club for months. Last week THE 
BLOOD-HORSE received its copy of the first sup- 
plement to the still unpublished Volume XVI. 
The supplement lists foals of 1934 under their 
dams and under their sires, but, like other Stud 
Book supplements, omits any index of the names 
of the 1934 foals—an inexcusable omission, since 
it is the names of the foals, now 2-year-olds, 
which furnish the raison d’etre for the books. 

The supplement, nevertheless, is indispensable 
to those who need an authoritative reference on 
names and breeding of horses in competition and 
includes much material interesting to all who 
have a connection with the Turf. The number of 
registered foals of 1934, according to the only 
statistical item actually stated in the supplement, 
is 4,786, of which 2,359 are (or were) colts, 2,427 
fillies. These, according to laborious count, were 
sired by 999 stallions. Thus the average number 
of registered foals per stallion listed was 4.79. 

Only 23 stallions are represented by as many 
as 20 foals each. The largest number of regis- 
tered foals accredited to one sire is 33, the get 
of Gallant Fox. Flying Ebony is second with 30, 
*Swift and Sure third with 29 (of which one 
died). The others with as many as 20 foals are 
Ariel, 24; Boo, 21; Canter, 21; *Carlaris, 21; 
Color Sergeant, 21; Greenock, 26; Hallucination, 
20; High Time, 21; Hi-Jack, 24 (of which one 
died); Hildur, 21; Infinite, 26 (one died); Reigh 
Count, 21; *Royal Minstrel, 23 (one died); St. 
Henry, 21; *Sickle, 21; *Sir Gallahad III, 27; 
*Sir Greysteel, 20; Stimulus, 25; *Teddy, 27; 
Transmute, 20. 

The Fair Play line, as usual, will not be able 
to depend on large numbers for its showing. 
Chance Play, leading sire in 1935 (all monies 
counted), has only nine 2-year-old representa- 
tives. Chance Shot has 13, Display 16 (of which 
one died). Man o’ War, always scrupulously lim- 
ited to 25 mares, has 19 foals, the same number 
as the now dead Chatterton. 

Old Black Toney, now 25 years of age, has five 
registered 2-year-olds. His contemporary, Pen- 
nant, has nine. Blue Larkspur has 16, *Bull Dog 
18, Diavolo 16, *Pharamond II 19, Pompey 18, 
*Sun Briar 13, Wise Counsellor 17. Peanuts, sire 
of Top Row, has only one 1934 foal, a colt out 
of Victress, by Man o’ War, named Pisgah. Boo- 
jum, whose first crop was Snark, a top 2-year- 
old last year, again has only one 2-year-old, 
the filly Jub Jub, out of Elaine, by *Galatine. 

American owners usually deem themselves for- 
tunate to get any name at all for a 2-year-old, 
hence rarely trouble themselves to obtain good 
names, or names appropriate to the pedigrees 
involved. An excellent example is seen in the 
case of a recent stakes winner. His third dam 
was Fiat Lux (let there be light). Fiat Lux had 
a daughter called *Early Morning. The latter 
had a daughter very appropriately called Aurora. 
But when Aurora had a son by Sweep On (a 
grand chance for a euphonious name which 
would carry on the tradition), the name turned 
out to be Billy Jones. 


This year the names assigned to the 2-year- 
olds appear to be less concerned than ever with 
euphony and fitness. Among the few noted which 
make an attempt to account for both sides of the 
pedigree were Forced March, by *Swift and Sure 
—*F lying Squadron; Good Prospect, by Halluci- 
nation—Our Pet; No Dice, by The Porter—Out- 
burst; Church Parade, by Display-—Pious; First 
Alarm, by Big Blaze—Problematical; Exhort, by 
*Cohort—Rail On; Bow Knot, by Cantankerous 
—Ribbons; Upper Berth, by The Porter—Star- 
drift; Raid, by Jamestown—Startle; Court Scan- 
dal, by *Royal Minstrel—The Colonel’s Lady; 
Carrie Nation, by Crusader—Ring Tale; Flying 
Leaves, by *Helter Skelter—*Bay Tree; Blow 
Torch, by *Rivetter—Blow Horn; Bugle Call, by 
Man o’ War—Boosting; Sweet Revery, by Hydro- 
mel—Brown Study; Hybrid, by Chance Shot— 
*Carnation; Silk Pajamas, by Night Rest— 
Comfy; Wound Up, by Stimulus—Dacing Toy; 
Devil’s Pace, by Diavolo—Double Time; Free 
Port, by Stormy Port—*L’Independante; Foolish 
Moment, by High Time—Indiscretion. 

Among those whose names come from the sire 
is Amateur Hour, by Boo—which will cause 
cheers in some quarters. Jaw Breaker is by 
*Chicle, Duel by *Challenger II, Molecule and 
Unlimited by Infinite, Cosmic Ray by Ariel, Crop 
by *Sickle, Fluke by Chance Shot, Gumption by 
Wise Counsellor (but out of Grecian Beauty, 
which deserves better), Ovation by Famous Star, 
Thawing and Adobe by Mud, Fore by Fairway, 
Hypo by Stimulus, Woof by *Bull Dog, Hornet 
by Sting, First Lien by Mortgage, Springs Here 
by Happy Time, Beaten Biscuit by Hard Tack, 
Neerdowell by *Not Much, Gagman by The 
Clown, etc. Jub Jub is by Boojum, but Bander- 
snatch, another name of Lewis Carroll coinage, 
was appropriated for a filly by Canter—Grace 
Darling. 

Names taken from the dam alone are even 
more frequent. Of these the one which appears 
most likely to stick in the memory is Ballenchain, 
a daughter of Eternal Eve. Other appropriate 
combinations include The Runner, from Atalante; 
Wand, from Baton; Bareback, from Circus Rider; 
Wheedler, from Coquetry; Twosome, from Deuce; 
Geologist, from Glacial; Equanimity, from (the 
patient) Griselda; Mud Fence, from Homely; 
Straight Life, from Insurance; Sarouk, from 
Magic Carpet; Spicy, from Native Wit; Tele- 
machus, from Penelope; So Red, from Red Red 
Rose; Largess, from Royal Alms; Fitter, from 
Saleslady; Enamor, from Siren; The Drum, from 
Taps; Pyramus, from *Thisbe; Skeetshooter, 
from Pop Gun; Spring Flood, from Torrential; 
Bad Dreams, from Tossabout; Prevaricate, from 
Yesanno, etc. 

Each year the names of Thoroughbred 2-year- 
olds bear a reflection of the previous year’s high- 
lights of public attention. The Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia is recollected in such names at Addis 
Ababa (there are also an Addis and an Abaha), 
Ethiopia, Aduwa, Somali, Tana, Eretria, and The 
Negus. These names probably were requested for 
numerous horses, but with The Jockey Club it 
is a case of first come, first served, and none of 
the names has any logical connection with the 
pedigree to which it is now attached, unless it 
happens to be Addis Ababa, a colt by Chance 
Play—Nubia. 

Major Bowes, not inappropriately, is by Ariel. 
Divided Skirt is by Bostonian out of Pants. Other 
1935 reflections are seen in Ah Wilderness, Relief 
Worker, Boulder Dam, and Social Credit. *Breath- 
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ing Spell’s 2-year-old colt is called Seventh In- 
ning, with no reference to Mr. Roosevelt’s phrase. 
J. W. Parrish, Midway, Ky., banker and farmer 
who frequently uses his horse-names for editori- 
als, has named a Rolled Stocking gelding Next 
Deal. It was Mr. Parrish who named New Deal, 
a 2-year-old in 1932. Popular songs account for 
White Tie, Moonburn, and Lovely Day. 

Due for rapid and permanent mutilation in the 
betting ring are names such as Euripides, Addis 
Ababa, Paques (out of Easter Sox), L’Ecossais, 
Miltiades, Cuithahuac, Tumacacori, Guadalajara, 
and Cuauhtemoc (out of Twister). 

But multiplied by hundreds are such appella- 
tions as Tootsie Cake, O. K. Chief, Wichita Billie, 
Classy Lad, Mabel’s Beau, Bafflings Pride, Jack’s 
Queen, Pat’s Daughter, Havoc’s Alibi, Seths Peel, 
Woolday’s Babe, Ollies Image, Reno Jerry, Ima 
Jim, Darling Eva, Sonny Picaro, Elizabeth Far- 
ley, etc., etc., ad nauseam. It is such as these 
which will serve to impress upon racing crowds 
throughout the country the essential dignity of 
the sport of racing.

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+ MAR KHAYYAM’S 1 name appeared on the 

list of 20 leading broodmare sires for the 
fourth successive time last year. In 1932 he 
reached the top 20 for the first time, being eigh- 
teenth. In 1933 he was eleventh, twentieth in 1934. 
Last year he was in fourteenth place, his daugh- 
ters producing 44 winners of 108 races, and $94,- 
795 in first monies. Though this was not his high- 
est ranking, the money won was more, by about 
$14,000, than produce of his daughters had ever 
won before, the previous high figure being $80,- 
005, in 1933. Three stakes winners appear in the 
list, the most prominent being Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Good Gamble, which won eight races and $30,- 
785, or almost a third of the total. Triangle, dam 
of Good Gamble, also produced the 1935 winners 
Proven and Triangular. Most productive, in num- 
ber of winners, was Paradox, which was repre- 
sented by the stakes winner Infidox and the win- 
ners Nyack, Paradox Girl, and Sophist. Regard- 
less, out of Lady Lynn, was the other stakes win- 
ner.
